HAYMARKET THEATRE. 

M. St. Leon, principal violinist to the Grand Duchess of Parma, has 
been engaged by the lessee of this theatre, for twelve nights, and will 
make his appearance on Monday next, when he will have the honour of 
performing a grand fantasia, accompanied on the piano-forte by Mr. 
Louis Leo. 

Queen’s.—The entertainments at thistheatre have been attracting vast 
audiences here lately, and if attraction is supposed to consist in a variety 
of excellent pieces, well performed, and well received, there is, in truth, 
attraction enough. The first piece is the spectacle of 7he Jewess, in 
which a stud of real horses are introduced. The characters are well 
supported by Mr.J. Parry, Mr. Norton, Mr. Moss, Mr. Manders, and 
Miss Rogers. The scenery, by Mr.James, is exceedingly beautiful, and 
the spectacle altogether has been got up with much care. The other pieces, 
The Giant's Causeway, and The City Cage, are equally deserving of 
praise. 

Diorama.—A splendid picture of the interior of the Abbey Church 
of St.Audeon, or St. Ouen, in the city of Rouen, executed by M. 
Renoux, is now being exhibited at the Diorama, in the Regent’s Park. 
The abbey, which is one of the most ancient in the province of Nor- 
mandy, is, perhaps, the finest specimen of the pointed Gothic style of 
architecture that is to be found in any country. The clustered columns 
) forming the arches of the nave are singularly beautiful, light and majestic. 

The perspective through these lofty arches is exceedingly impressive, and 
the “ dim, religious light,” admitted through the stained-glass windows 
harmonising with the light grey stone-work gives a most pleasing unity 
of tint to the receding arches. Of these beautiful windows there are no 
fewer than one hundred and twenty-five, besides three large marigold 
wivdows, which fortunately escaped the mutilations which the church 
received from theCalvinists in1562, and from the revolutionists of modern 
) times. Attached to each of the columns are a canopy and pedestal for the 
reception of the image of a saint, but these having been destroyed in the 
| revolution, no longer exist in the church, though the artist has replaced 
them in his picture. 

The extraordinary altitude of St. Quen may be imagined when it is 
known that the height of the vaulting exceeds that of Westminster, which 
is the loftiest in England by seven feet. The first effect represented by 
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the artist is that of mid-day ; but the sunlight pecomes so subdued and 
tempered, through the storied windows, that the tone produced in the 
picture is exceedingly cool and pleasant. The next effect is that of night. 
The church is gradually illuminated by lamps, and by moonlight; every 
cluster of columns has its lamp, whose rays touch the projections of the 
statues and sculpture, and shed a rich light upon the kneeling crowd, 
who fill the nave of the building. On the fore part of the picture, the 
pale moonlight, silvering the columns near the windows, contrasts beauti- 
fully with the sombre tints in the other portions of the work.
